Medical Association must let doctors 
advertise their fees and compete for 
patients, the Ftftferal Trade Com- 
mission ruled Wednesday. 

In a final ruling on a December 1975 
FTC complaint lliot the AMA boosted 
doctors' Incomes by squelching price 
compeililon. the PTC ordered the 
group to tell' Its 200,000 members they 
can do almost what they please to 
solicit patients. 

But the commission said the giant 
medical organization may set and 
enforce "reasonable ethical 
guidelines" to pn!vent-"deccptlve" or 
"unsubstantiated claims. 



Since the filing of the FTC com- ' 
plaint In 1075, and particularly since a 
1977 Supreme Court ik-cislun striking' 
down the American liiir Association's 
restrictions on advertising by law- 
yers, there has been lllllc effort b'y the 
AMA to enforce Its aiitl-advcrtising 
rules.
